WASHINGTON, April 22.—Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Ansell, former acting 
Judge Advocate-General, continued 
today his attack upon the army sys- 
tem of justice before the Investigat- 
ing Committee of the American bar 
Association. He reiterated his asser- 
| tion that the existing system was de- 
rived from days when ‘“‘common sol- 
diers” were the vassals of the King 
and failed to recognize the soldiers 
as citizens of the State, and declared 
it was the natural result of such 
‘system that an officer caste should 
‘be built up. 

Declaring it a fact that the enlist- 
ed man did not receive the same con- 
sideration of his rights under the sys- 
tem that officers enjoyed, Col. Ansell 
urged that the only remedy lay in) 
writing into the law the guarantees 
of the rights of the soldier. While, 
this is left to regulations to be pre-| 
scribed by the President, he said, it} 
cannot be effective. 

“The attitude of the army, he

‘added, “has been intolerant toward! 


those methods necessary to justice. 
They do not take kindly to legal re-| 
straints.” 

While a number of troops must! 
necessarily have arbitrary power of | 
command, the officer asserted, it! 
should not go to the extent of per-) 
mitting them to hang men. | 

“Congress ‘cannot command the’ 
army,’ Col. Ansell declared, “but! 
Congress should prescribe the rules 
for its discipline. If you are going!

He was one 
of the first Frenchmen to take up 
aviation and in 1911 and 1912 was 
active in aerial races in Europe, win- 
ning the Paris-Madrid race, finish- 
ing fourth in the European circuit 
‘race, making various records for 
height, distance and speed, and fin- 
‘ishing second in the British circuit 
‘race. He was one of the first avi- 
ators to fly from London to Paris, 
doing this on Aug. 4, 1911. 

| On April 29, 1912, almost 
years ago, Vedrines was injured seri- 
ously by the fall of his machine art 
St. Denis. He recovered from his 
injuries and in August of that vear 
came to America and won the Inter- 
national aviation race at Chicago on 
Sept. 9. In 1913 he flew from Paris 
to Cairo. 

Vedrines served 
aerial service early 
was later made an 
Jan. 19 of this vear, 
the feat of landing in an airplane 
the roof of a building. 

Vedrines was aiways a partisan 
of speed.
